Party Lines Crossed 

Some 10 per cent of the 
voters crossed the party 
lines, voting differently in 
the municipal elections than 
for the Knesset. Yitzhak Er- 
man, proprietor of Eilat's 
diamond-polishing plant, drew 
64 more votes than the 
Knesset list of his party, 
Herut. He is credited with 
great integrity and a capa- 
city for hard work. Mapai, 
on the other hand, got 55 
votes less for the municipal- 
ity than for the Knesset, but 
still rolled up 49 per cent 
of the vote and scraped 
home with an overall major- 
ity of five seats. The er 
labour lists got in one can- 
didate each, Herut got more 


than enough for two seats 
and the National Religious 


Party, represented by a can- 
didate who had not been 
known either for religious 
zeal or for loyalty to any 
single (he had Been a 
member o Ah- 
dut Ha’avoda and had toyed 
around with Herut, the Ge- 
neral Zionists and a Se- 
phardi list) received only 83 
votes and no seat. 

Yosef Levi, 33, will head 
the new Council. He has 
been manager of Arkia’s Eilat 
branch since he came to 
Eilat in 1950. He first 
thought of coming to Eilat 
when he was imprisoned by 
the Egyptians at e-Tor in 
Sinai in 1949 for his Zionist 
activities in his native Cairo. 
The plan which Levi's group 
then had to cross the de- 
sert to Eilat or set out in 
the Guif of Akaba in a boat 
was abandoned when they 
neard of their imminent re- 
lease, and Levi came to Eilat 
via Marseilles and Haifa.
